
LOWEST OF THE LOW - VANDAL ATTACK ON REPAIRED MEMORIAL 



A CEMETERY war memorial has been van¬ 
dalised - for the second time - after work 
to repair it. 

The Boer War memorial stands proudly 
in Dudley Cemetery, and depicts a soldier 
with a rifle and fixed bayonet defending a 
wounded bugler. 

The monument commemorates the 56 
Dudley men who died during the conflict in 
South Africa between 1899 and 1902. 

However, a determined vandal has 
climbed up the base listing the engraved 
names and snapped the soldier’s bayonet 
off. It follows previous damage to the same 
statue in 2013, when the soldier’s original 
bronze rifle was stolen, and his marble 
hands broken off. 


Money was then raised to repair the me¬ 
morial in time for Remembrance Day in 
2015. A replacement rifle and hands were 
carved by stonemason Malcolm Morris, 
while aluminium was used to create a new 
bayonet and strap. 

Sad 

Councillor Steve Waltho, said: “It is just 
terribly sad. We have got a great rapport 
with the military in this area. To hear that 
someone has wantonly vandalised a memo¬ 
rial, it is beyond understanding. Whoever 
did this is the lowest of the low. 

“Once again we will rally around and sup¬ 
port any restoration.” 

Following the previous repair work, the 


memorial was granted Grade II listed sta¬ 
tus by Historic England. The monument 
was first unveiled on September 23, 1904, 
by Lieutenant General Sir Neville Gerald 
Lyttleton. It cost around £300, a sum that 
was paid for by public subscription. It was 
designed by a former student of the Dudley 
School of Art, Henry Owen Burgess. 

The whole memorial stands 5.5m high 
and its design incorporates crossed rifles 
and the British Colonial pattern helmet. An 
inscription reads ‘Greater love hath no man 
than this, that a man lay down his life for 
his friends’. The figures were made of Sicil¬ 
ian marble. Historic England recognised it 
as a substantial and elaborate example of a 
Boer War Memorial.

STAFF IN TEARS 
AS BHS CLOSES 


EVERYTHING that could be moved had to go - including 
the fixtures and fittings - as the last BHS store in the 
West Midlands closed at the Merry Hill centre. 

Shoppers snapped up some incredible bargains on Sunday but some 
staff were in tears as they face an uncertain future. 

Scores of bargain-hungers were queuing outside when the branch at the shopping cen¬ 
tre to opened for the last time and within minutes it was packed with shoppers grabbing 
bargains by the armful. 

Every item of clothing and even electrical goods like toasters cost just £2. DVDs and 


CDs were ten for £1 but if you wanted the 
dishwashers from the cafe you were out of 
luck. They had already been snapped up 
along with the sinks, tables and freezers. 

Tom Jones, aged 35, the store’s opera¬ 
tions manager , said: “I just feel very sad 
for all the 11,000 employees who have lost 
their job. It should never have been al¬ 
lowed to happen.” 

The shop had 160 staff but was down to 
95 on its final day because others had al¬ 
ready found work elsewhere. 

Devastated 

Mr Jones, with 12 years in retail, is still 
looking. He said: “I have got nothing in the 
pipeline. I am struggling but I have kept 
plodding on. My partner is devastated over 
what has happened to us. 

“It will be terrible to walk past the shop 
tomorrow and see the inside completely 
bare. We have had a lot of support from 
the local community, especially other busi¬ 
nesses in Merry Hill who have done their 
best to offer jobs to our staff, who stayed 
loyal to the end.” 

Jo Cook a 45-year-old mother-of-two 
from Tipton is among the eight employ¬ 
ees who had worked at the branch since it 
opened 26 years ago. 

The sales assistant said: “I burst into

tears as I drove home last night when it fi¬ 
nally hit me that today would be my last at 
BHS. I have loved working here. 

“What makes it worse is that this store 
has always made a profit but the manage¬ 
ment of the company just wanted to make 
money out of the business for themselves. 
As a result of that we have all lost our jobs. 

“I saw Dominic Chappell, who bought the 
company for £1, at the store conference last 
September. It feels like he along with Sir 
Philip Green and his wife have just tram¬ 
pled all over us.” 

Grace Redding, aged 22, of Stourbridge, 
had worked at the store for more than four 
years. Looking at some of the shoppers 
rushing for last-minute bargains, she said: 
“They are behaving as if it was a jumble sale 
and acting like a lot of vultures.” 

Shopper Patricia Attwell, 58, of Wall 
Heath, said: “I feel very sorry for the staff. I 
have been shopping at this store for the past 
20 years. I only had to take one item back 
and that was my fault.” 

Merry Hill’s BHS and 21 other branches 
closed on Sunday, the last of the BHS 164- 
shop chain, ending 88 years of retail history.

Man charged after 
youth football attack 

A 52-year-old man has been charged fol¬ 
lowing a violent incident at a children’s 
football match that left a referee injured. 

It happened during an under-14s game 
between Halesowen Town Colts and Hale¬ 
sowen Harriers at Newfield Park, in Hale¬ 
sowen on March 20. 

Police confirm that Nahad Yafai, 52, of 
Parkside Road, Colley Gate, has been 
charged with wounding with intent. 

He has been bailed to appear at Wolver¬ 
hampton Magistrates Court on September 
12 . 

Referee Oliver Howard was hurt during a 
game in Stourbridge and District Youth and 
Girls Football League, while a male specta¬ 
tor, aged 49, was also injured.

Bosses promise to 
rebuild restaurant 

BOSSES of Wall Heath restaurant Hick¬ 
ory’s Smokehouse have promised to 
rebuild the popular eatery, which was 
gutted by a huge blaze last week.

Bag thief threw pensioner to ground 



Mugging victim Noor Jahan 


A GRANDMOTHER’S arm was badly 
broken as she was mugged on the way 
home from a supermarket. 

Noor Jahan’s limb was shattered 
when she was thrown to the floor by a 
man during the attack outside Saltwells 
Education Centre on Bowling Green 
Road, Netherton, on Sunday, August 21, 
at between 10.40 and 10.55am. 

The thief then kicked the 69-year-old 
before snatching her handbag with £100 
cash and bank cards inside and jumping 
into a dark blue car. Her bank card was 
later used at cashpoints to withdraw 
amounts totalling £300. 


The widow was left needing surgery 
to insert a metal rod and plates into her 
injured right arm. 

Mrs Jahan said: “I had been to Aldi 
and was on my way home. I was crossing 
to the other side of the road and then 
somebody behind me held my neck and 
kicked me.” 

She also suffered bruising and has 
pain from where she was grabbed 
around the neck. 

“Now I feel terrible pain,” added Mrs 
Jahan, a retired shopkeeper. “They 
said my arm will never be 100 per cent 
right.” 


She says she now feels scared to walk 
alone but said: “I want to see his face 
again, and ask him why he did that to 
me.” Mrs Jahan thanked the couple who 
came to her aid, adding: “They saved my 
life.” 

Mrs Jahan caught a glimpse of the 
man who assaulted her and said that 
he was aged around 20 to 22, tall with 
a long face. 

Police spokesman Lee Page said the 
attacker had driven off towards Salt- 
wells Road and the police investigation 
was ongoing. 


Jilted boyfriend broke 
ex-sweetheart's nose 


A JILTED boyfriend broke the 
nose of his former sweetheart 
when she refused to have him 
back, a judge heard. 

Law student Akeeb Pervaiz had 
been going out with the victim for 
three years before she decided to end 
the relationship, Wolverhampton 
Crown Court was told. 

The 22-year-old from Stourbridge, who 
worked part time as a security guard, 
pleaded with her on the doorstep of her 
home to give him a second chance on No¬ 
vember 11, explained prosecutor Mr How¬ 
ard Searle. He continued: “He asked to be 
forgiven for things that had happened in 
the past but she said ‘no, this time it is over 
for good’. He had been trying to embrace 
her but, on hearing this, broke off, called 
her a bitch and head-butted her.” 

Pervaiz ran to his car and drove off. His 
victim had to go to Russells Hall Hospital 
for treatment to a fractured nose. It was 
corrected without surgery. 

His former girlfriend said in a statement 
that the attack left her psychologically as 
well as physically injured. 

Panic 

She explained: “I lost all my confidence. 
I felt ugly and could not look at myself in 
the mirror. I also suffered panic attacks.” 

Mr Benjamin Nicholls, defending, said: 
“This criminal folly was not premeditated 
but, with it he has jeopardised the career 
he hoped to follow and his part-time job. 
He comes from a respectable family. He is 
embarrassed and ashamed by what he did.” 

Pervaiz, from Paxton Road, Wollescote, 
admitted assault causing actual bodily 
harm and was given a 12-month prison 
sentence suspended for two years with 250 
hours’ unpaid work. 

He was also told to pay the victim £500 
compensation and ordered to have no con¬ 
tact with her for five years. 

Judge Marcus Tregilgas-Davey told him: 
“You simply would not, and could not, ac¬ 
cept that the relationship had ended. Feel¬ 
ings were raw but your behaviour towards 
that woman was disgraceful. The incident 
happened in her own home where she was 
entitled to feel safe. She has suffered sig¬ 
nificant psychological harm. She has even 
moved jobs because of her concern that you 
might come to her place of work.”

IT was a day of smiles and celebra¬ 
tions for students as they received 
their GCSE results. 

At Ellowes Hall in Dudley, al¬ 
most half of the students averaged 
at least a grade B. This year, 82 per 
cent of students passed English and 
a third of students studying busi¬ 
ness, IT, sport and single science 
were awarded A* or an A grade. 

Headteacher Alan Jasper said; 
“We are very pleased to report how 
well our students and staff have 
risen to the challenge. 


“We also thank our talented and 
dedicated teaching staff who have 
worked so hard to ensure their 
students achieve their potential, 
together with their parents and 
carers.” 

Pupils at Old Swinford Hospi¬ 
tal, Stourbridge, were also thrilled 
with their results, which saw them 
achieve a pass rate of just over 
93 per cent in five or more sub¬ 
jects at grades at A* to C. Edward 
Cooper, of Stourbridge, achieved 10 
A*grades and one grade A. 


Headteacher Paul Kilbride said: 
“We are all absolutely delighted 
with the boys’ GCSE results. I 
would like to thank their dedicated 
teachers for all that they have 
done.” 

At Ormiston Forge Academy in 
Cradley Heath students achieved 
a 53 per cent A* to C pass rate for 
five GCSEs. Three years ago this 
figure was 44 per cent. 

There was also improvement at 
the top end with a record 91 A* 
grades amongst the year 11 pupils. 


Park event 
moved after 
travellers 
invade site 

TRAVELLERS have set up camp on 
Buffery Park - causing a charity event 
to be moved at the last minute. 

The Friends and Residents group of 
the Dudley beauty spot were hit with a 
problem when around 30 caravans de¬ 
scended on the site on Wednesday night. 

An event in aid of dementia patients 
was due to be staged at the park just 
three days later. It was moved to Sled- 
mere Primary School in Buffery Road 
after event organiser Leah Marshall, 
aged 24, from Lower Gornal, had to 
make around 80 phone calls letting 
everybody know the new location. 

“Why did they have to come this 
weekend of all weekends?” said Miss 
Marshall. 

The clinical support worker at Rus¬ 
sells Hall Hospital said: “I have been 
over, they did seem very friendly. They 
said they would move their caravans 
over to one side of the field but I couldn’t 
just take their word for it. 

“It is very frustrating with all the 
planning and advertising that has been 
done.” 

It is believed the travellers moved 
onto the site via the gate on Green Park 
Road. Residents claimed horses were left 
to run loose on the field and tyre marks 
were left in torn up turf. 

Lynn Horton, secretary of The 
Friends and Residents of Buffery Park, 
said: “They will wreck our hard work 
when we have achieved our Green Flag 
status. Everyone does so much to keep 
this park going and for it to happen just 
before the event just makes it all worse.” 

Motorcyclist badly 
hurt In collision 

A MOTORCYCLIST suffered serious 
injuries in a crash with a car when his 
helmet was flung more than 160ft by the 
force of the impact. 

The smash happened in Saltwells 
Road, close to the junction with Cra- 
bourne Road, Netherton, shortly after 
7.30am last Thursday. 

Police officers closed the road near to 
The Bunch of Bluebells pub while inves¬ 
tigations got under way. 

The rider, a 21-year-old man, suffered 
multiple serious injuries with several 
fractures. He was taken to Birming¬ 
ham’s Queen Elizabeth Hospital special¬ 
ist trauma centre. The driver of the car, 
a man, sustained minor injuries but did 
not require hospital treatment. 

Witnesses are asked to contact police 
on 101.

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Cheat picks 
up bill for 
failing to 
declare job 

A HOUSING benefit cheat who 
claimed more than £8,000 but failed 
to declare he was working, has been 
condemned for ‘stealing from the 
public purse.’ 

Sentencing 51-year-old Danovan 
Christopher Stanley Langford to 200 
hours of unpaid work, district judge 
Graham Wilkinson added: “People 
like you are allowing honest people on 
benefits to get tarred with the same 
brush.” 

The defendant, of Claverley Court, 
Vicarage Prospect, Dudley, pleaded 
guilty to dishonestly making a false 
statement to obtain housing benefit, 
and for dishonestly failing to notify 
the Department for Work and Pen¬ 
sions that he was employed. 

Prosecuting, Miss Alka Brigue, ac¬ 
knowledged that the defendant had 
originally benn correctly claiming 
benefits but that didn’t tell the bene¬ 
fits agency when he got a job as shop 
and kitchen fitter. 

Miss Brigue said Langford was now 
paying the money back in instalments 
of about £120 a month. 

Mr Rajesh Bassi, defending, ex¬ 
plained that while on benefits his cli¬ 
ent had been receiving training from 
a company, who had been informed 
when he found work. 

Langford also claimed he had sent 
a letter to the Department for Work 
and Pensions (DWP). 

Langford was given a 12-month 
community order and 200 hours of 
unpaid work. He must also pay costs 
of £135 and a victim surcharge of £60. 

Defendant admits 
bomb hoax charge 

A BOMB hoax in Dudley has been 
admitted by a 38-year-old man when 
he appeared before magistrates last 
week. 

Jamie Paul By water, of Halesowen 
Road, Netherton, pleaded guilty to 
informing police that there was a 
bomb on that same road on July 19 
this year. 

However, after the court heard 
from the defendant that he has issues 
with his mental health, his case was 
adjourned so that a pre-sentence re¬ 
port can be compiled. 

Bywater is charged with communi¬ 
cating to Pc Morgan information that 
he knew or believed to be false. 

Bywater is due to be sentenced at 
Walsall magistrates court on Septem¬ 
ber 14.

£lm boost for revamp of town centre 


A £1 million funding boost for Dudley town centre 
will help preserve historic buildings for generations 
to come, bosses from the Heritage Lottery Fund say. 

Cash-strapped Dudley Council found out last 
month that its bid for funds was successful, so it can 
now continue its regeneration of the town centre. 

A total of £1.178 million has entered council cof¬ 
fers and plans will now be drawn up for the resto¬ 
ration of 14 historic buildings, for possible use by 
local businesses. 

It follows the first phase of the project which fo¬ 
cused on linking the town’s shops area to the Civic 
Quarter. 

Vanessa Harbar, head of Heritage Lottery Fund 
(HLF) West Midlands, said the panel was impressed 


by the plans for Dudley. She added: “We believe that 
historic townscapes are the beating heart of local 
places. Therefore, HLF is pleased to continue to 
support Dudley Council in the regeneration of its 
historic town centre. 

“The funding will support the next stage of Dud¬ 
ley’s regeneration, proving that even small changes, 
such as improving shop fronts or restoring a build¬ 
ing’s historic features, can make a big difference to 
a community’s economic and social wealth.” 

Life 

Council bosses have said the funding will help 
‘breathe new life’ into Dudley town centre, but are 
yet to announce which sites will be restored. 


It comes as the council also received more good 
news after it won praise for its work on The Old 
Glasshouse, for which it was handed a Royal Town 
Planning Institute (RTPI) Regional Historic Award 
for Excellence 2016. 

Dudley North MP Ian Austin said the regenera¬ 
tion plans were positive for the town. 

He explained: “I’m delighted about the contin¬ 
ued HLF support and recent RTPI award to Dud¬ 
ley town centre. I’ve visited the Glasshouse several 
times and it’s making a real difference to the area. 

“It’s exactly the sort of regeneration we need to 
attract more people in to the town. I want to con¬ 
gratulate everyone involved and encourage as many 
local people as possible to visit.” 


New 20mph zones for 
roads beside 16 schools 


ROADS around more than a dozen 
schools are set to become 20mph 
zones as council chiefs look to im¬ 
prove safety for children. 

The speed limit would be reduced out¬ 
side 16 schools in the Dudley borough, 
while a raft of other safety measures 
would also be brought in. 

The measures have been announced as part 
of the authority’s Local Safety Scheme for 
2016/17. 

Dudley Council’s deputy leader Judy Fos¬ 
ter said: “Obviously this is something we fully 
support as a council - it’s integral from a road 
safety point of view. 

“We know there are schools in areas where 
there’s a large amount of traffic, and the safety 
of our children is paramount both in school and 
on the way to school. 

“This policy has been very well received by 
schools and parents, in particular.” 

In Dudley, 20mph limits would be intro¬ 
duced outside Woodside Community School on 
Highgate Road, and the Bishop Milner Catholic 
High School on Burton Road and the Broad¬ 
way. 

In Stourbridge, changes would come into 
force at Ham Dingle Primary School in Old 
Ham Lane, Oldswinford CoE Primary School, 
off Swinford Road, and Gig Mill Primary 
School, in Heath Road and Poole Street. 

Schools in Halesowen to be affected would 
be Earls High and Tenterfields Primary, Hales- 
bury School and Hurst Green Primary. 

Markings 

Elsewhere in the borough, the speed limit 
would be brought down at St Chad’s RC Pri¬ 
mary School and Cotwall End Primary School 
in Sedgley, St Mary’s RC Primary School, 
Brierley Hill, and Brierley Hill Primary School, 
The Wordsley School, Colley Lane Primary 
School in Cradley and Fairhaven Primary 
School in Wordsley. 

Council bosses have also said they will look at 
bringing in traffic regulation orders, which can 
restrict the use of roads at certain times, and 
updating road markings outside some schools. 

The proposals will now be considered with a 
final decision expected over the coming months. 

They are the latest road safety proposals to 
be announced after highways bosses also re¬ 
vealed they were considering installing speed 
cameras on the Birmingham New Road in Tip- 
ton. 


Jordanne is right on song for Rio

chair tennis champion Jordanne 
Whiley MBE is set to release her 
first single. 

The Halesowen-born athlete 
took to Twitter to announce her 
move into the music industry. 
The 24-year-old released her first 
song, Push The Clouds Away, via 
iTunes last week. 

She said: “I wrote the song 
about my boyfriend. I’ve sang my 
whole life, but until recently only 


my parents really knew I could 
sing. 

“I think everyone was surprised 
when I sang on the wheelchair 
tennis anthem last year.” 

Jordanne said she has always 
been musical, becoming a grade 
four pianist at 12-years-old and 
singing in the school choir before 
she concentrated on tennis. 

She also sang with Black Coun¬ 
try charity band Penny Short. 

She recorded the new track 


after her boyfriend, Marc Mc- 
Caroll, also a wheelchair tennis 
player, bought her studio time. 

Jordanne said: “I never wrote 
a song before and I took it to the 
producer, he added his expertise 
and then I recorded the vocals 
back in April.” 

The Paralympic bronze medal¬ 
list says preparations are going to 
plan ahead of Rio, where she fan¬ 
cies her chances of gold success.

Heathens hope to 
come back home 

CRADLEY Heathens speedway club is 
in talks to return home to Dudley bor¬ 
ough after more than 20 years away. 

Land in the Cradley area has been 
identified for a possible track venue 
with bosses in discussions with Dud¬ 
ley Council. 

The club secured its immediate fu¬ 
ture last year after agreeing a deal to 
race at Monmore Green. 

Heathens have struggled to find a 
permanent home since losing their 
track in Dudley Wood two decades 
ago. Hopes of a move to a site beside 
the M5 were dashed last year. 

Former MP dies 
after short illness 

TRIBUTES have been paid to former 
Wolverhampton MP Ken Purchase, 
who has died aged 77 after a short 
illness. 

Mr Purchase was the Labour MP 
for Wolverhampton North East for 18 
years until he retired in 2010, having 
previously served as a councillor in the 
city between 1970 and 1990. He died 
on Sunday. 

Born and bred in the city, Mr Pur¬ 
chase was hugely respected among 
politicians and his constituents. He is 
survived by his wife Brenda and their 
two daughters Samantha and Lisa. 

Homes plan at 
former gas works 

HOMES are to be built on the former 
site of a gas works in Lower Gornal, if 
new plans get the green light. 

An application for 10 homes on the 
site of the old Musk Lane Works has 
been lodged with planning bosses at 
Dudley Council. 

The land has become overgrown 
since the demolition of the gas works, 
which had stood in Lower Gornal 
since the 1860s. 

Car parking spaces would also be 
provided for the new properties. 

Homes bid at former 
primary school site 

A DISUSED primary school in Hale¬ 
sowen could be demolished and 27 
homes built in its place. 

Plans for the Holt Farm Primary 
site in Holt Road have been submit¬ 
ted to Dudley Council. This sets out 
proposals for the demolition of the ex¬ 
isting school building and erection of 
27 dwellings. 

The school was closed in 2006 and 
the land was sold earlier this year. 

One objection has been received to 
the plans. 

Road shut for works 

A DUDLEY road will be closed for 
three weeks due to gas main replace¬ 
ment work. 

High View Street will be shut from 
September 8 to 30 to enable Balfour 
Beatty to carry out the essential work 
for National Grid Gas.

Station could be Black Country hub 


A MAJOR revamp of Sandwell and 
Dudley railway station is among 
proposals put forward to the Govern¬ 
ment by a rail body. 

West Midlands Rail said the sta¬ 
tion needed modernising in order to 
be recognised as a ‘Black Country 
hub’. 

West Midlands Rail (WMR), a 
consortium of 14 local authorities 
from across the Midlands, said there 


needed to be better recognition of the 
importance of the Oldbury station, 
which is the busiest between Wolver¬ 
hampton and Birmingham. 

It comes after Labour deputy 
leader and West Bromwich East MP 
Tom Watson criticised proposals to 
cut the number of high-speed trains 
stopping at the station. The Govern¬ 
ment is consulting on the future of 
the Inter-City West Coast Rail Line. 


Councillor Mark Winnington, 
WMR chairman, said: “This requires 
station modernisation, better facili¬ 
ties, and consideration of how other 
modes of transport can better inte¬ 
grate with the railway. 

“Enhancing the opportunity 
for modal interchange would see 
Sandwell and Dudley move towards 
realising its potential as a significant 
regional inter-city hub.” 



Rail station needs a major revamp 


Eyesore mountain of 
rubbish finally moved

IT DOMINATED the skyline 
in a Brierley Hill street for 
seven years but at long last 
the rubbish mountain has 
gone. 

A seven-month operation to 
clear the waste, which had been 
left to pile up at the Refuse De¬ 
rived Fuel (RDF) site in Moor 
Street, is almost complete. 

Until the eyesore was removed, 
neighbours of the nightmare site 
were overshadowed by a towering 
pile of trash reaching almost 20ft. 

Diggers have been clawing away 
at the mound in recent months. 

The rubbish developed into a sev¬ 
en-year saga as residents and coun¬ 
cillors were left frustrated in their 
battle to have it shifted. 

RDF company director Robert 
McNaughton was jailed for failing 
to remove it in 2013. The break¬ 
through came at the start of this 
year when the owners of the site 
agreed to pay around £750,000 to 
clear the waste. 

Work to clear the rubble, wood, 
plastic, bricks, tyres and household 
waste - which had been left for so 
long that it sprouted vegetation - 
began in January. 

Campaign 

Brierley Hill councillor Rachel 
Harris, who led a campaign to get 
the waste cleared, said: “We are re¬ 
ally pleased. This shows if a commu¬ 
nity works together they can change 
things in their area. 

“Everybody was deeply unhappy 
about that site but we have worked 
with the Environment Agency and 
the owners and have managed to get 
something done about it.” 

Steve Dunn, secretary of the 
Brierley Hill Tenants and Residents 
Association, said: “It has practically 
been cleared and all the residents 
are quite happy .We have been fight¬ 
ing to have it cleared for almost 10 
years. It’s a great relief.” 

Councillor Harris was hopeful 
plans to build housing on the site 
could now be resurrected as devel¬ 
opers had been worried that they 
would have to pay for the clean up.

Town centre 
museum to 
be used for 
staff training 

DUDLEY’S landmark town centre 
museum and art gallery building is 
to become a council staff training and 
conference centre. 

Displays are set to be moved from 
the museum in Priory Street later 
this year to a new home in Dudley 
Archives, on Tipton Road, which has 
sparked fears that the iconic town 
centre building would be left empty. 

But a council document says talks 
are under way to relocate staff and 
functions from Netherton’s Saltwells 
Education Development Centre to 
the former museum. This would be 
a short-term move to help keep the 
building from falling into disrepair, 
says the council’s regeneration boss 
Khurshid Ahmed. 

Councillor Ahmed added: “That 
particular building will be temporar¬ 
ily used as a conference and training 
centre. We’re trying to bring staff into 
the town and hopefully that will have 
a positive impact. 

“The main concern peopled raised 
about shifting from the museum in 
the town centre to the Archives was a 
loss of trade in the town. 

“Clearly what we don’t want is for 
the building to be closed and nothing 
happening there so it falls into disre¬ 
pair. That is why temporarily we will 
be shifting staff from elsewhere to use 
it for conferences. 

“There’s an opportunity to continue 
to use the building and that will have 
a positive part to play in the town cen¬ 
tre economy. In the future we will find 
a more permanent use for it.” 

Age UK Dudley 
is battling on 

AN ACTIVITY centre for the elder¬ 
ly in Dudley has announced what it 
hopes will not be its last programme 
of events. 

Age UK Dudley’s Springboard 
Project is again launching activities 
for people aged 50 and over, starting 
this month. However, it comes as the 
centre at The Waterfront in Brierley 
Hill faces an uncertain future. Dudley 
Council withdrew £300,000 in funding 
and the centre also had it application 
for cash from the Big Lottery rejected. 

The centre has 53 staff and more 
than 300 volunteers who run various 
health and wellbeing activities. 

A spokesman said: “Although the 
centre is bravely fighting on, sadly, 
this may be the last term of activities 
unless further funding can be found.”

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Arson text 
threats to 
ex-girlfriend 
led to court 

A 28-year-old man was given a sus¬ 
pended prison sentence after sending 
texts to his ex-girlfriend threatening 
to burn down her house. 

Sean O’Donnell, of Stourbridge 
Road, Dudley, sent several texts to 
his former partner on July 18, includ¬ 
ing saying he was going to torch her 
home and advising her to board up 
her windows. 

Police were called and when they 
arrived at the victim’s property they 
found O’Donnell outside. He claimed 
that he had never intended to actually 
carry out the threat. 

He pleaded guilty to sending a men¬ 
acing message at Dudley Magistrates 
Court, contrary to the Communica¬ 
tions Act 2003. 

Prosecutor Mr Alka Brigue outlined 
the several messages were sent to the 
victim, seen and photographed by po¬ 
lice. 

Representing O’Donnell, Mr Rajesh 
Bassi highlighted that his client made 
a full and frank admission during in¬ 
terview. 

Mr Bassi added: “When they get 
angry they send each other mes¬ 
sages.” He added that O’Donnell was 
intoxicated at the time. 

Passing sentence, district judge 
Graham Wilkinson said: “I under¬ 
stand that you were in drink, but 
other people after drinking don’t send 
text messages threatening to burn a 
house down with people in it.” 

O’Donnell received a 12-week sen¬ 
tence suspended for 12 months and is 
subject to a six-week curfew. He must 
pay £135 costs and £115 surcharge.

One teenager was left devastated 
after seeing her A grade wiped out 
when she was informed it was ac¬ 
tually a B. Another student saw a B 
grade reduced to a C. 

Dudley College has apologised for 
the gaffe, which they said was the 
fault of an examination board. 


The three students received the 
wrong grades on A-level results day 
but the college say they were quickly 
informed about the errors. 

One mother said her 17-year-old 
daughter, who attended the Dudley 
Sixth campus on Ednam Road, was 
upset to find out she hadn’t done as 
well as she thought when she was 
sent a text by the college. 

The mother, from Sedgley, said the 
family had been out for a celebration 
meal but her daughter was in tears 
when she got the news from college. 

A spokesman for Dudley College 


said in a statement: “We sincerely 
apologise that in three instances there 
was a temporary transposition error 
in collating and communicating AS 
level results from the Welsh Examina¬ 
tion Board. This was rectified as soon 
as possible and the small number of 
learners impacted were informed im¬ 
mediately. 

“We issued over 3,000 results and 
do make every effort to ensure accu¬ 
racy. In this instance we are sorry 
that we fell short of providing the 
highest quality service that is our 
norm.” 


Councils to 
meeting ovei 


unite for 
travellers

A SURGE in the number of traveller 
camps across the Black Country has 
prompted councils to set up a meeting 
to discuss the problem. 

As the number of travellers in the area ris¬ 
es this summer, so too are reports from resi¬ 
dents and businesses about anti-social behav¬ 
iour, crime and mess left behind by travellers. 

It has prompted a joint meeting of Black Coun¬ 
try authorities, led by Sandwell Council who have 
put the annual cost of dealing with illegal encamp¬ 
ments as in the region of £250,000 

Nick Bubalo, the council’s director for regenera¬ 
tion and economy, said: “Sandwell are in the pro¬ 
cess of co-ordinating a joint Black Country meeting 
between respective councils and police chiefs to 
look more strategically at how we can deal with 
this growing issue. 

“The council is looking at the legislation to see 
where a more targeted approach can be taken in 
relation to the worst offenders.” 

Mr Bubalo also confirmed that the council has 
established a monthly working group with the po¬ 
lice to respond to the growing concerns raised by 
the public. 

He added that the council is working closely with 
West Midlands Police. 

Concerns 

But there are concerns at the police’s response. 
Dudley Council’s Halesowen North representative 
Councillor Hilary Bills said: “There’s been a little 
bit of inconsistency with the police this year, be¬ 
cause there’s something called a section 61 of the 
criminal code, which is actually a forced entry. 
Last year we were told, make your parks and green 
spaces secure, so that if they have to perform a 
criminal act to break in, the police will have some¬ 
thing called a section 61 and then they have 24 
hours to go. 

“My experience in my own ward is we’ve had 
two incursions, on both occasions the travellers 
had to commit a crime to get in, and on neither 
occasion did police use a section 61. Regular people, 
law-abiding people, do not understand why other 
people can come into our community, break the 
laws, and nothing happens.” 

West Midlands Police communications manager 
Lee Page said: “There seems to be a misconception 
that the police have the power to immediately close 
down these camps and move people on, but in real¬ 
ity the process is controlled by law. 

“Despite the best efforts of police and councils, 
and our desire to secure swift vacation of the land, 


this process can sometimes take up to a week if we 
have to go to court.” 

Superintendent Phil Dolby said: “West Midlands 
Police has a positive duty to serve all communities 
in a fair and equitable way. Our officers and staff 
need to strike a balance between the rights of the 
individual and the rights of the settled community 
when dealing with gipsies and travellers.” 

According to local authority data, Walsall has 
been the most affected district, seeing a 93 unau¬ 
thorised encampments so far this year, compared to 
85 during the first eight months of last year. 

Sandwell has been faced with 46 encampments 
up until August this year, more than the whole of 
2015, when they had 41. Furthermore, they esti¬ 
mate that in total over the last two years the coun¬ 


cil has had to deal with more than 1,000 caravans 
parked on sites illegally. 

Another of the most affected boroughs is Dudley, 
where the council has already recorded 22 encamp¬ 
ments comprising 370 caravans so far this year, 
compared to 16 encampments and only 72 cara¬ 
vans during the same period last year. Even by the 
end of 2015, the total number of caravans they had 
seen was around a third of the number which have 
already come into Dudley borough so far in 2016. 

Although Wolverhampton Council hasn’t con¬ 
firmed figures for the number of encampments, 
they have seen a significant increase in calls re¬ 
porting incursions during the same months, up to 
51 this year compared to 19 last year.

Problem of 
where this 
rail hub is 
stationed 

SAN DWELL & Dudley railway station 
didn’t get off to the best start. When it 
was upgraded to inter-city status amid 
much fanfare back in 1984, the driver 
of the first express train forgot to stop, 
leaving the civic bigwigs stranded on the 
platform. 

Now with threats of cuts to its inter-city 
services, our local leaders are fighting 
back. West Midlands Rail, a consortium 
of councils across the West Midlands, 
says Sandwell & Dudley should be mod¬ 
ernised to reflect its status as a “Black 
Country hub”. 

Normally, I switch off the moment any¬ 
body says the word ‘hub’. But any invest¬ 
ment in the Black Country’s threadbare 
rail network is something that should be 
welcomed. 

The problem with Sandwell & Dudley is 
that, despite its grandiose name, it is a 
bit in the middle of nowhere. Before the 
inter-city upgrade, it was plain Oldbury, 
but even that was a bit above its station. 
In truth, it is next to a tyre fitter’s between 
Oldbury and West Brom. Which is great 
if you want to go to London while having 
your tyres fitted, but that tends to be a 
niche market. 

What they should have done was up¬ 
graded Dudley Port, up the road in Tip- 
ton, instead. This, too, is a bit out of the 
way, but it was also an interchange for 
the old South Staffordshire line, which 
used to link up with Stourbridge, Dudley, 
Wednesbury, Walsall and Lichfield. Im¬ 
agine if that was reopened, and you could 
get from Wednesbury to London or Man¬ 
chester with just one change. That would 
put the Black Country on the rail map. A 
hub with spokes. 

As recently as last year there were 
plans to introduce a rudimentary very 
light rail service linking Dudley Port to 
Dudley town centre. I thought it was fan¬ 
tastic, but local government deemed it a 
threat to its beloved Midland Metro. 

We could have seen the first stage of 
reconnecting vast swathes of the Black 
Country to the national rail network. In¬ 
stead, we got an artist’s impression of a 
tram outside Dudley Zoo.

The idea of sunbathing while dressed 
up like somebody from the Scottish Wid¬ 
ows advert is inexplicable, and given that 
it only appeared during the past 10 years 
or so, it can hardly be described as fun¬ 
damental to Islam. 

Yet how can anybody fail to be ap¬ 
palled at the sight of four armed French 
policeman swaggering across the beach 
in Nice and ordering a Muslim woman to 
remove her clothing? 

Incidentally, two of the coppers in the 
picture were wearing knee-length shorts 
with their body armour. Maybe they are 
not in the best position to tell people what 
to wear? 



Soldier’s view of war 
from canteen in diary 



THE diary of a World War Two sol¬ 
dier from Bilston has become the 
basis of a new book compiled by a 
fellow veteran. Raymond Griffiths 
was given the diary of Sergeant 
John McArdle following a chance 
encounter. 

Mr Griffiths, aged 90, of Drew Cres¬ 
cent, Stourbridge, was given the diary by 
Sgt McArdle’s son Jim around two years 
ago. 

Jim had planned to ceremoniously burn the 
diary but had second thoughts. He approached 
Mr Griffiths as a well-known local historian, 
through his late wife Emily, who worked at a 
nearby newsagents. 

Mr McArdle, aged 68, said: “I told Emily 
that I was planning to burn the diary and scat¬ 
ter the ashes by my mum and dad’s grave. She 
immediately said ‘Oh no, don’t do that, Ray 
would like to have a look at that’ and that’s 
how it all started.” 

The diary revealed the Second World War 
experiences of the sergeant including his trav¬ 
els around the Middle East. 

Account 

After reading the diary and cross referenc¬ 
ing it with major events during the war, Mr 
Griffiths was inspired to create a book based 
on the diary. 

Entitled ‘My Diary of my service in the Mid¬ 
dle East 1941 - 1945 by Sergeant John McAr¬ 
dle RASC/EFI’, the book gives a first person 
account of the war, including the realities of 
living in and travelling around Syria to the 
Valley of the Kings. 

Mr McArdle said: “Dad was a proper old 
soldier. Whenever you’d leave for a trip he’d 
salute you before you went out the door. Even 
just before he died in 1995, my wife and I went 
to visit him in hospital and as we were leaving 
he saluted. He died the next day. 

“I think he would be so proud of the work 
Ray has done in bringing his diary to life, I 
think he would love it to be honest.” 


The diary of a Second World 
War veteran has been turned 
into a book. Reporter JESSICA 
LABHART takes up the story 

Mr Griffiths said: “The diary was of great 
interest to me as a veteran myself, it really 
brought back some memories. 

“Sergeant McArdle was charged with setting 
up the NAAFIs - the canteens run by Navy, 
Army and Air Force Institutes to provide food 
for soldiers abroad. 

“He never fired a shot throughout the war, 
from what the diary says anyway. 

“One of the most interesting episodes in the 


book is when he was tasked with creating a 
meal for what he called ‘the big three’ which 
was the Prime Minister Winston Churchill, 
President Theodore Roosevelt and Joseph 
Stalin, before they attended the Tehran Con¬ 
ference. 

Chandelier 

Sgt McArdle set to work straight away on 
November 18 1943, but was told on Novem¬ 
ber 22 that the plan to entertain the three 
was cancelled, after a crystal chandelier was 
installed over the dining table! 

Now Mr Griffiths hopes his book will be fea¬ 
tured in an exhibition at the Wolverhampton 
City Archives, along with several of the other 


artefacts he has amassed from the former ser¬ 
geant. 

He said: “I have two or three photo albums 
from his time in the war, as well as his pay 
book, his soldiers’ release book and a special 
baton he always carried with him in case of 
any trouble. I think it’s inspired by his time 
in the Middle East, as it has a snake’s head 
carved into the handle.” 

Though Mr Griffiths discovered that the 
cost of publishing the book would be too high, 
he hopes that people may be able to enjoy it as 
part of the exhibition. 

He said: “I think we will have a captive au¬ 
dience here in Wolverhampton for the work, so 
I hope I will be able to show it off, next to the 
fascinating document that inspired it.”

Tragic teen worried 
about an online photo 



Phoebe Connop was worried that the image she had created would cause offence 


A TEENAGE girl who com¬ 
mitted suicide had been con¬ 
cerned over a photograph 
she had taken being shared 
online, an inquest heard. 

Phoebe Connop, aged 16, who 
attended Windsor High School 
in Halesowen, had been working 
with her father to get some money 
for her summer holidays on July 
7. He had taken her home early 
because she said she was feeling 
unwell. 

Black Country Coroner’s Court, in 
Oldbury, heard that when her father 
returned after work to the address in 
Witley Avenue, Halesowen, expecting 
to find her ready to go out for a meal, 
he found her hanging. 

The inquest heard that she had been 
speaking regularly with an Asian man 
she called her boyfriend, despite the 
two never having met. 

In a private Instagram chat with her 
friends, she shared an edited picture of 
herself where her skin tone had been 
darkened. She was also wearing a scarf 
wrapped around her head. 

Image 

She told friends online the look was 
to get approval from her ‘boyfriend’s’ 
parents. 

The image was then taken out of 
the private chat and spread wider by 
one of her friends, prompting Phoebe 
into fearing a backlash, the inquest 
was told. 

Detective sergeant Katherine Tom¬ 
kins said: “From speaking to her 
friends in the weeks following her 
death, we discovered the image had 
circulated further than she wanted it 
to. 

“There had been some negative re¬ 
action and she confided in her friend, 
who did take the image down at her 
request, she was scared of what the 


reaction might be from the Asian com¬ 
munity in her area.” 

Phoebe, who was born in Stafford, 
was a keen gymnast who had ambi¬ 
tions of becoming a midwife. 

Her family found a ‘wish list’ in her 
bedroom following her death, which 
stated that she wanted to study in 
sixth form. 

Her father, Lawrence Connop, said: 
“She was a lovely girl who would never 
want to cause offence to anyone. 

“She had shown me no indication 
in the weeks leading up to her death 


that there was anything wrong, let 
alone anything that would lead her to 
do this.” 

Black Country Coroner Zafar Sid- 
dique gave his condolences to Phoebe’s 
family as he delivered a conclusion of 
suicide. 

He said: “This is an absolute trag¬ 
edy for the family and I can’t imagine 
the pain and distress they are going 
through, as well as her friends. 

“There is nothing I can say to help 
with the pain but I offer my sincere 
condolences.”

With the money he raises, Scott aims to 
take the residents of the Shropshire care 
home on a trip to the Welsh coast to eat fish 
and chips by the seaside. 

Scott has been in training since May. 


Driver who sped away from 
police at I05mph is spared jail 


A MOTORIST who reached 105mph 
when pursued by police in the Black 
Country had been badly hurt in a hit 
and run accident just months earlier, 
Wolverhampton Crown Court heard. 

David Bowers was at the wheel of a friend’s 
VW Lupo when police saw him ignore a red 
traffic light turning on to the Birmingham New 
Road in Dudley. 

The 21-year-old panicked when officers or¬ 
dered him to stop and raced down the dual car¬ 
riageway at more than twice the 40mph limit at 
around 2am on April 30. 

Mr Justin Jarmola, prosecuting, said: “He 
disregarded the police sirens, accelerated and 
continued on his way.” 


Bowers hit 105 mph before careering over a 
police ‘stinger’ laid across the road by officers. 
He came to a halt as the tyres deflated. 

Mr Stephen Hamblett, defending, said: “He 
had been for a McDonald’s in Castle Gate and 
was driving a car that belonged to a friend who 
was a passenger in the vehicle. The defendant 
knew he was not insured for the car and panic 
set in when he realised the police wanted him to 
stop for questioning. He had been the victim of 
a hit and run accident last year and you might 
think that in those circumstances he would 
know what could happen when cars do not stop 
when told to. But it appears that he did not.” 

Mr Hamblett said Bowers had Asperger’s 
and Attention Deficit Hyperactivity Disorder 
(ADHD). 


Bowers, from Stourbridge Road, Dudley, 
pleaded guilty to dangerous driving and driving 
with neither appropriate licence nor insurance. 

Judge Simon Ward said: “Usually in cases as 
bad as this the driver is locked up. When I saw 
that you had behaved in this way after being the 
victim of a hit and run accident which resulted 
in you having pins and plates in your legs, I as¬ 
sumed this was somebody who does not learn. 
Now I discover you have Asperger’s and ADHD 
and that could be the reason why you did not 
appreciate the danger you were putting people 
in, so I will not send you to prison immediately.” 

Bowers was given eight months’ jail sus¬ 
pended for two years and banned from driving 
for two years. He has a three-month night cur¬ 
few and was told to do 60 hours unpaid work. 


Tree-mendous

It gives us the 
tools to drive forward the Midlands 
Engine, helping to unlock growth, jobs 
and prosperity and ultimately a better 
quality of life for the four million peo¬ 
ple of the West Midlands.” 

The new authority is set to be 
chaired by the region’s first-ever di¬ 
rectly-elected mayor, with elections 
due in May 2017. WMAC aims to see 
1.9 million homes built and half a mil¬ 
lion jobs created.

Restaurants to 
be axed as chain 
closes branches 


THE struggling owner of 
Frankie & Benny’s and 
Chiquito is closing 33 res¬ 
taurants ‘immediately’, af¬ 
fecting up to 1,000 workers 
but the group says its West 
Midlands restaurants are 
safe. 

The Restaurant Group, 
which has around 500 sites 
nationwide, said it was clos¬ 
ing 14 Frankie & Benny’s, 
11 Chiquito outlets and 
eight other sites. 

The popular group has 
Chiquito restaurants at 
Bentley Bridge in Wednes- 
field, at Walsall Waterfront 
and Dudley’s Castlegate 
Park. Frankie & Benny’s is 
also at Castlegate Park, as 
well as Merry Hill shopping 
centre, Walsall’s Crown 


Wharf and Kidderminster’s 
Weavers Wharf. 

The company’s upmarket 
Brunning & Price pubs in¬ 
clude the Inn at Shipley, the 
Oakley Arms at Brewood 
and the Red Lion at Long- 
don Green. 

The Restaurant Group 
said none of its West Mid¬ 
lands sites, including seven 
in Birmingham, were in¬ 
cluded in the closure plan. 
Around 1,000 workers na¬ 
tionwide will be affected, al¬ 
though it is understood that 
the company will redeploy 
the majority. 

The Restaurant Group 
booked pre-tax losses of 
£22.5 million for the first 
half of the year. 


AMBITIOUS £32 million plans to 
overhaul a historic trading es¬ 
tate in Tipton and create more 
than 1,500 jobs have been ap¬ 
proved by council bosses. 

Proposals to flatten the majority of 
the existing buildings on the Vaughan 
Trading Estate in Sedgley Road East 
were unveiled in April. Now plans 
have been given the go-ahead after 
Sandwell Council planning commit¬ 
tee voted unanimously in favour of it 
at a planning meeting at the town’s 
Council House. 

A planning application submitted to 
Sandwell Council by developer Dudley 
Unit Trust says overhauling the site 
would create 1,510 posts - 944 on site.

to the area. 

He said: “Anything that will bring em¬ 
ployment and upgrade the estate I think 
should be welcomed. 

“I used to work at the site and it’s been 
in desperate need of an upgrade for some 
considerable time. 

Investment 

“It’s very pleasing that there is going 
to be investment going into that area, be¬ 
cause it was home to a lot of local employ¬ 
ers and provided jobs for an awful lot of 
people in the area before. 

“You look at companies like CAB Autos, 
and you can tell how successful they are 
by the fact that the car park is always 
rammed. It will be good to have other 
businesses to supplement them in the 


“Anything that can help the site become 
more usable and even better is something 
I welcome. Now I really hope that it gets 
delivered on time and within budget.” 

The planning report for the site states: 
“The proposed development has the po¬ 
tential to provide for 944 full-time equiv¬ 
alent jobs on site. These direct jobs will 
generate additional employment through 
supply chain and employee expenditure 
multiplier effects. 

“It is expected in this instance 94 jobs at 
the local level and 472 at the regional, or 
national level, will also be created. 

“It is believed that the jobs filled by the 
occupied development and taking into ac¬ 
count the multiplier effects would gener¬ 
ate a total of around £235 million Gross 
Value Added for the wider economy in the 
long term.” 

The Vono company - an acronym of 
Vaughan Only, No Other - was estab¬ 
lished in 1896. The bedding company was 
at one time Tipton’s single biggest em¬ 
ployer. 


CPR bid to 
save ex-Villa 
player’s life 

DOCTORS battled in vain for 35 minutes 
in a bid to save ex-Aston Villa footballer 
Dalian Atkinson after he was Tasered by 
police, a coroner was told. 

Mr Atkinson was given cardiopulmonary 
resuscitation (CPR) at the Princess Royal 
Hospital, Telford, after officers Tasered 
him in the early hours of August 15. Par¬ 
amedics were called by police after the 
incident involving the 48-year-old former 
striker, which took place in the Telford 
street where he grew up. 

At the opening of the inquest in Shrews¬ 
bury last week, coroner’s officer Julie Har- 
tridge said West Mercia Police officers were 
called at 1.37am to a ‘report of concern for 
safety’ in Meadow Road, Trench, Telford. 

She told coroner John Ellery: “Shortly 
after being given Taser, Dalian Atkinson 
became unresponsive. At hospital, follow¬ 
ing 35 minutes of CPR, he was confirmed 
deceased.” 

The death of the retired player, of Holly 
Road, Little Dawley, is subject to a crimi¬ 
nal investigation by the Independent Police 
Complaints Commission. The inquest was 
adjourned for three months.

Brexit - get on 
with it, says Bill 

UKIP Leadership hopeful Bill Etheridge 
has warned a German minister to ‘keep 
his nose of UK affairs’ after saying the UK 
must pay the price for Brexit. 

West Midlands Euro MP Bill Etheridge, 
who is also a Dudley councillor, has criti¬ 
cised comments made by German economy 
minister Sigmar Gabriel about Britain’s 
exit from the European Union. 

Gabriel described Brexit as a “psycholog¬ 
ical problem” and said that it was a “huge 
problem politically” for the EU. Comment¬ 
ing on Gabriel’s statements, MEP Mr 
Etheridge said it was time for the Govern¬ 
ment to stop backsliding and to “put Brexit 
at the top of the agenda.” 

He said: “The Government should stop 
dilly dallying and pull its finger out. It is 
time for Britain to be a sovereign, free and 
democratic nation away from the tentacles 
of the interfering EU.” 


Coroner is writing to health 
bosses after suicide in hospital 


STAFF at a psychiatric hospital 
‘failed to respond to obvious risks’ 
regarding a patient who killed him¬ 
self, an inquest heard. 

Glen Jordan, aged 39, from Cannock, 
was found hanged at Bushey Fields Hos¬ 
pital, in Dudley, around 2am on April 24. 

Following a two-day inquest, a jury returned 
a verdict stating that they believe Mr Jordan 
hanged himself after staff saw a bag in his room, 
but failed to recognise it as a risk. 

The first day of the inquest at Black Country 
Coroners Court heard how Mr Jordan, a part- 
time data engineer, had a history of depression 


following the loss of his mother and break up of 
a relationship. He had previously tried to com¬ 
mit suicide last year and on another occasion six 
months before that. 

At the Black Country Coroner’s Court in 
Oldbury, the conclusion was recorded as misad¬ 
venture with a failure in medical intervention, 
namely the failure to respond to the risk of self- 
harm. 

Lisa Bowers, who has a son with Glen, said: 
“Glen admitted himself to Bushey Fields be¬ 
cause he didn’t want to die. He was having 
suicidal thoughts and thought that voluntarily 
admission was the best way to get the right help 
to recover.” 

The court heard how Mr Jordan lived in a car¬ 


avan following the breakup of his relationship 
two years ago. 

While in hospital, he was checked upon 
hourly. On the evening before he died, he had 
spoken to a nurse who said he seemed in ‘bright 
spirits’. He was found hanged in his room, fol¬ 
lowing a check at around 2 am. 

For the Dudley and Walsall Mental Health 
Partnership, Stuart Knowles said: “I don’t want 
to underplay this case but it does not show a 
lack of care from staff. This wasn’t a case where 
a blade or a bottle of pills had been left in his 
room, it was a strap attached to a bag.” 

Coroner Zafar Siddique said: “I will be writing 
to the trust in an effort to prevent future deaths 
as a result of something like this.” 


Supermarket is 
well underway 

AN EAGERLY anticipated new supermar¬ 
ket is taking shape on the site of former 
landmark pub in Dudley. 

The latest Aldi supermarket will open 
on the site of the demolished King Arthur 
pub, next to Birmingham New Road. 

In recent weeks work has progressed 
quickly, with the structure of the build 
and the 94-space car park taking shape, 
alongside promotional signs being dis¬ 
played outside the premises. 

A spokesperson for Aldi said the store 
would be open this autumn. 

The store is to employ 35 staff and six 
deputy managers with apprentices taken 
on too. 

It comes as part of a drive by Aldi to in¬ 
crease its presence in the Black Country 
with a total of 140 new jobs expected at 
around 15 new stores. 


Kick off with a cup classic

A RARE programme from the 1931 FA Cup 
final between West Bromwich Albion and 
Birmingham City is set to go under the 
hammer. 

The programme was offered to Fieldings 
Auctioneers of Mill Race Lane, Stourbridge, 
during a valuation day and is expected to 
fetch between £200 and £300 on Saturday. 

The game was Albion’s third FA Cup tri¬ 
umph as they defeated Blues 2-1 in the all 
West Midlands affair at Wembley in front of 
a crowd of more than 92,000. 

It is believed the programme will be par¬ 
ticularly attractive to collectors due to its 
relatively good condition. 

Two commemorative cup final handker¬ 
chiefs were also handed in, though these are 
more common. 

Andrew Mayall, from Fieldings, said the 
programme’s age made it interesting. 


He said: “With football programmes, pre¬ 
war seems to be quite a significant bench¬ 
mark. 

“ We get a lot of stuff from the latter part 
of the 20th century which people have had 
lying at home but for it to be pre-war it has 
done pretty well to survive. 

“It’s also good that it hasn’t been written 
in.” 

The programme has been taped in places 
but remains in a good state of repair more 
than 80 years on. 

The memento cost six pence in 1931 and 
is headed ‘Final tie of the Football Chal¬ 
lenge Cup Competition’. It also contains a 
large advert for Bovril. 

Albion’s two goals on the day were scored 
by club great William ‘Ginger’ Richardson, 
who netted more than 200 times during 16 
years with the Baggies. 


Travel chaos caused 
by rail signal fault 

BANK Holiday travellers faced chaos on the trains as the 
main line between Wolverhampton and Birmingham was 
brought to a standstill for more than two hours. 

A signalling fault brought services to a halt heading to¬ 
wards Birmingham from around 9.30am.

Volunteers engineer 
First Cut re-enactment 


THIS weekend, canal en¬ 
gineer James Brindley will 
be returning to Compton. 
Or at least a member of 
the Tettenhall Transport 
Heritage Centre team, 
dressed as him will. 

It will be part of a re-enact¬ 
ment of the historic start of 
the Staffordshire & Worcester¬ 
shire Canal at Compton Lock 
on Sunday (September 4). 

It was in the first week in Sep¬ 
tember 1766, that the first spade 
went into the ground, the First 
Cut, near the junction of Compton 
Road and Henwood Lane, just in¬ 
side the Wolverhampton boundary. 

This was to be the first major

transport link across the country, 
and the stretch through Tettenhall 
to Compton was to be the highest 
level of the canal, and Compton 
Lock, the first descent towards the 
Severn, was to set the width of all 
subsequent locks. 

Brindley had made his name de¬ 
signing the Duke of Bridgwater’s 
canal in Lancashire, and was to 
head a team building the Trent 
& Mersey and then the Staffs & 
Worcs from Stourport, on the Sev¬ 
ern, to Great Haywood and the the 
River Trent, opening up the coun¬ 
try to Black Country coal and iron 
goods, via the Birmingham Canal 


Navigations which linked to the 
new canal in 1772 at Aldersley. 

This year is also the 300th an¬ 
niversary of Brindley’s birth, but 
ill-health meant he never saw the 
revolution in transport he created. 

The canals were dug by hand, 
with shovel and wheelbarrow, and 
the re-enactment will also be a 
tribute to those many labourers, 
those ‘navvies’, who toiled to build 
the marvellous engineering feat 
which is the British canal network. 

The re-enactment will take place 
from 11am at Compton Lock, and 
‘Mr Brindley’ will then lead his 
team along the towpath of ‘his’ 
canal the 800 yards to the Herit¬ 
age Centre at Tettenhall Station, 
to unveil an exhibition about ‘The 
First Cut’.

Police found £740 worth of cocaine, a set of scales and 
a list of customers when the home of Thomas Oglesby’s 
girlfriend was searched, after he had been stopped at the 
wheel of a BMW on Friday November 27 last year, Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court heard. 

The 22-year-old was 


in possession of a small 
amount of cannabis. 

Cocaine for his personal 
use was later discovered at 
an address in Beecher Road 
South, Cradley, where he 
was living at the time. 

Mr Howard Searle, prose¬ 
cuting, said: “When officers 
visited the home of his girl¬ 
friend they found 37 street 
deals of cocaine together 
with the paraphernalia of 
drug dealing.” 

Oglesby was released on 
bail pending further inquir¬ 
ies but was stopped again by 
police because of his erratic 
driving on May 1. 

This time he was in a 
Vauxhall car and unsuccess¬ 
fully tried to get away. 

Gas 

The defendant was driv¬ 
ing with drugs in his system 
and had a CS gas cannister, 
the court was told. The pro¬ 
hibited weapon was found 
hidden at his home. 

Miss Nicole Steers, de¬ 
fending, said: “He found 
himself in financial diffi¬ 
culty and a friend loaned 
him money on a number of 
occasions. 

“He dealt drugs for the 
friend to settle the debt and, 
once that had been achieved, 
started selling drugs for his 
own financial benefit.”

She revealed that Ogles¬ 
by’s mother was seriously ill 
and that his girlfriend was 
pregnant. 

The lawyer concluded: 
“He knows he has done 
wrong and is ashamed.” 

Oglesby, now of Chaucer 
House, Severn Road, Hale¬ 
sowen, pleaded guilty to 
possession of cocaine with 
intent to supply, possession 
of a prohibited weapon, drug 
driving and possession of 
both cannabis and cocaine. 

He was sent to prison and 
was banned from driving for 
a year on his release from 
jail. 

Judge Nicholas Cart¬ 
wright told him: “You were 
found with drugs on Novem¬ 
ber 27. 

“This was fairly substan¬ 
tial street level dealing and 
dealing in Class A drugs is 
regarded as such a serious 
offence that immediate im¬ 
prisonment is inevitable.” 
The judge added: “Whilst 
out on bail for that offence 
you had so many drugs in 
your system that you were 
twice the limit for driving, 
whilst also having a CS gas 
cannister.” 


Body cameras for 
medics not ruled out 

WEST Midlands Ambulance Service has not ruled out fit¬ 
ting staff with body cameras to curb physical attacks. 

The service, which saw nearly 300 of its staff attacked 
last year, admitted it was a ‘million miles away’ from the 
cameras being implemented. It comes after a number of 
ambulance services around the country said they were con¬ 
sidering the technology as a solution to reducing incidents 
of abuse against staff. 

A spokesman for the ambulance service, which covers 
both the Black Country and Staffordshire, said: “The Trust 
has a zero tolerance policy when it comes to attacks on our 
staff, be they verbal or physical. Last year, almost 300 of 
our staff were physically attacked - that is a despicable 
figure given those staff were there to help someone. As a 
result we have installed CCTV on all of our ambulances. 
We are always keen to explore other possibilities in order 
to give staff the protection they deserve.”

Looking to make the 
nation proud once again 


T he 2016 Olympic Games will live 
long in the memory, particularly 
for Team GB’s athletes who 
achieved their highest medal haul for 
108 years - even surpassing the 
extraordinary home Games in London 
2012. And now it’s time for Britain’s 
Paralympians to do the business in 
Brazil. 

Tonight, host Clare Balding is back, 
along with The Last Leg’s Adam Hills, 
at the famous Maracana Stadium in 
Rio for what promises to be a 
spectacular ceremony to mark the 
start of the 15th Paralympic Games. 

Expect a Brazilian carnival 
atmosphere to accompany the 
athletes’ parade, which will the first 
chance to catch a glimpse of the 
Team GB athletes who are hoping to 
top the 120 medals they won at 
London 2012. 

The team is packed full of reigning 
Paralympic, world and European 
champions, and expectations are high

medal prospects. 


Swimmer Ellie Simmonds will be 
competing at her third Paralympics, 
having won two gold medals at Beijing 
in 2008, then adding two more plus a 
silver and bronze in 2012. 

Meanwhile, 23-year-old world record 
breaking wheelchair racer ‘Hurricane’ 
Hannah Cockroft, has been dominant 
in the T34 class for years and will also 
be looking to add to her two golds 
from London. 

Johnny Peacock nearly died from 
meningitis aged five, but was a 
Paralympic gold medallist at 18. Now 
the sprinter has his sights firmly set 
on retaining his 100m title in Rio. 

David Weir tried all manner of 
sports before falling for wheelchair 
racing. 

Now the ‘Weirwolf’ will be attending 
his fifth Games, having made his 
debut in Atlanta in 1996. 

He won Britain’s only track and field 
golds in Beijing before his four golds 
in London. 

And finally there’s cycling supremo 
and former swimmer Sarah Storey, 
Great Britain’s most decorated female 
Paralympian, having won 11 Gold, 


eight Silver and three Bronze medals 
across six Paralympic Games. 

But aside from these more well 
known athletes, Balding and Hills will 
also be profiling several up and 
coming stars ready to shine for Team 
GB in Rio. 

Libby Clegg recently broke the world 
record in the Til 200m at the 
Anniversary Games last year, and 
Kadeena Cox will be competing in both 
the cycling and the athletics this year. 

Lee Pearson will be looking to add 
to his 10-gold medal haul in the 
equestrian, alongside 67-year-old five¬ 
time gold medalist Anne Dunham. 

Meanwhile, Gordon Reid - who won 
the first ever Wimbledon men’s 
wheelchair singles and doubles this 
year - will be competing in the tennis 
along with doubles partner Alfie Hewett. 

Unfortunately, the build up to these 
Games has been plagued with 
problems. However, as with the 
Olympics, the organisers will hope 
that once the action does get under 
way, the athletes will provide the same 
amount of entertainment and 
inspiration as they did in 2012.

Plenty of room and ideal for a romantic meal or family dining 


IT’S not often I venture out for din¬ 
ner on a work night, but on one 
Wednesday evening, the Sanam 
Balti just seemed so inviting. 

The restaurant, in Cannock Road, 
Chadsmoor, professes to be Cannock’s 
first balti house, having opened its doors 
in 1992. 

It has recently branched out into quiz 
nights, with its inaugural event raising £250 


for Macmillan Cancer Support. My daughter 
and I were instantly welcomed with a warm 
smile and ushered to our table in the light and 
well-decorated premises. 

It’s a large building, but with a great ambi¬ 
ence and ideal for a romantic meal or family 
dining. Large parties can be catered for with a 
separate room upstairs. 

The menu is varied and it was refreshing to 
see many new dishes. My daughter is vegetar¬ 
ian, but was well provided for. We both reg¬ 
ularly eat Indian food so it was refreshing to

see that there was a lot to choose from on the 
vegetarian menu. 

Rarely have I seen in Indian restaurants 
a children’s menu, but here was one at the 
Sanam, of both English and Indian food, en¬ 
abling children to enjoy a night out with their 
families. 

Akeel, the owner, was quick to point out that 
children eat free on a Sunday. The restaurant 


isn’t licensed to serve alcohol, but diners are 
free to take in their own drinks. 

After poppadums, we tried starters, with a 
vegetable platter for my daughter, made up of 
a vegetable samosa, onion bhaji and a mush¬ 
room bhaji and an unusal-looking Ghurka 
kebab, taken from the additional menu for 
myself. Very tasty they both were, too. 

I was already feeling slightly full before our 
mains, my daughter opting for a traditional 
mushroom korma, while I plumped for a tan- 
doori king prawn and salad. These came with 


side dishes of pilau rice and Bombay potatoes 
- which to my mind were the best potatoes I 
have tasted in a Indian restaurant and were 
the perfect accompaniment.

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Car redefines crossover

If you’re a relatively small player 
in a fierce game against the big 
boys of the motor industry, per¬ 
haps your best bet is to find a 
gap in the market and fill it. 

That’s what SsangYong has done 
with its largest offering, the Tourismo, 
which has much in common (size 
apart) with its better known Korando 
stablemate. 

It’s a diesel-powered seven-seater, with 
the option of four wheel drive and automatic 
transmission, and even the top of the range 
model costs less than £25,000: there’s not a 
lot more out there with the same credentials. 

Plus it comes with the advantage of a five 
years, unlimited mileage, warrany. 

The new model benefits from the Korean 
company’s new 2.2 litre, 178PS mated to a 
slick Mercedes-Benz seven-speed auto tr- 
anmission, compared to its predecessor’s 
2.0 litres, 155PS and five speed box. This 
alone has transformed the car, making it 
smoother and more driveable, for the sort of 
relaxed progress you’d expect of for a family 
on tour, as the name suggests. 

The interior is marked out by its intelligent 
seating arrangement, although there is a lot 
of hard plastic surfaces which reflect cost 
savings. On the up side, the plastic could be 
an advantage if you’re transporting young 
children or pets and want something that 
wipes down easily. 

But it’s the 2-2-3 seating layout which for 
me sets the Tourismo apart from many oth¬ 
er seven-seaters. The front pair are Ameri- 
can-style ‘captain’s chairs’, mirrored by the 
secnd row pair which are seperated by an 


‘aisle’ which gives easier access to the rear 
bench of three seats. 

It also means you can put your tallest 
passenger in the centre rear seat, as he/she 
will have plenty of room to stretch their legs 
along the centre aisle. The rear bench is re¬ 
movable, so if necessary you can increase 
the already generous 875 litres of boot 
space to a cavernous 3,146 - more than 
some vans. Unusually long items of cargo 
can be slotted in along the central aisle. 

The top of the range ELX model tested 
costs £25,955, although the Tourismo range 
starts a some £6,000 less. The optional 
Kenwood satnav with central colour touch 
screen added £900 to the basic price tag, 
though. 

The main instrument cluster, although 
large and clear, is centrally mounted which, 
at least during my test drive, isn’t as intuitive 
in use as a more traditional behind the steer¬ 
ing wheel arrangement. 

The Tourismo rides smoothly and is rea¬ 
sonably dynamic for a large vehicle, al¬ 
though few buyers of this big cruiser will be 
attempting sports car cornering with it. 

The seven speed auto transmission is 
highly responsive and smooth, with gear 
changes hardly noticeable. You can change 
manually using a thumb switch on the gear 
lever, which is at least as good, if not a better 
solution, that the now de rigeur flappy pad¬ 
dles. 

The American-style, foot-operated parking 
brake is something else you get used to. 

Upholstery in the ELX is leather clad, and 
an automatic air conditioning system with 
ceiling vents and fan controls ensures all 
passengers get the benefit. 

All Tourismos get full connectivity through 
the audio system, electric windows and door 
mirrors, and tinted glass. 




matic transmission, which translates into 
a C02 rating of 205g/km. Figures for the 
manual are better at 39.2mpg and 189g/ 
km. 

There’s a lot of talk in the car world about 
‘crossovers’, vehicles capable of fulfilling 
more than one role. The Tourismo rede¬ 
fines the term as a 4x4, big estate and peo¬ 
ple carrier all in one rather stylish shape - 
not as boxy as some people carriers or as 
square and chunky as some SUVs. 

It also undercuts them, in some cases 
by thousands of pounds, so if it fits your 
needs it’s worth a look.

Further up the range SsangYong adds 
leather upholstery, an electrically adjusta¬ 
ble driver’s seat, cruise control and park¬ 
ing sensors. The flagship ELX also gets 
automatic headlamps and wipers, 17-inch 
alloys and solar controlled glass. 

It is also the model which comes with 
selectable four wheel drive and (increas¬ 
ingly unusual even in the SUV world) a 
low range transmission, ideal for those 
who tow a large caravan or horsebox (the 
braked trailer limit is 2,000kg). 

The Tourismo’s new engine has an of¬ 
ficial fuel average of 36.2mpg with auto¬

Hot hatch 
has plenty 
of grunt to 
get going

I rather like hot hatches. There’s something 
brilliant about a nippy, sharp-handling car 
that comes in a handily-sized package. 

That’s exactly how I’d describe the Seat Ibiza Cu- 
pra. It’s powered by a 1.8-litre turbocharged petrol 
engine which produces just shy of 190bhp. 

Though that might not sound impressive straight away, 
the torque figure certainly is - 320Nm. This is the most use¬ 
ful part of the car, and it means that the little Cupra has more 
than enough grunt to handle almost every situation. 

I was handed a car with under 200 miles on the clock, 
which means it’s in that irritating running-in period. You’ve 
got to keep the revs and the speed in check, and this can be 
close to infuriating in a hot hatch. 

That said, with the amount of torque mentioned, it’s an 
easy car in which to travel along briskly without really need¬ 
ing to stress the engine. This also makes it immensely easy 
to drive on the motorway, and thanks to a sixth gear it’s qui¬ 
et, too. 

System 

The interior of the car is solid, and features a large in¬ 
fotainment screen that incorporates Apple CarPlay and 
Android Auto. It’s a system that works really well, and the 
sound it emits isn’t half bad either. 

The seats aren’t too heavily bolstered, as is on-trend with 
hot hatches of late, but that isn’t such a bad thing - they still 
do the job just fine. 

Everything feels as though it’s had a good amount of 
thought lavished upon it, so it’s worth paying to appreciate 
what’s on offer. 

So what are the initial impressions of the Cupra? Well, 
it’s a car that does anything but become unstuck around 
the bends. 

Even keeping the revs low, you can easily carry speed 
through the twisty stuff thanks to handling that is confidence 
inspiring at all times. There’s great weight to the steering, 
and this can be increased by pressing the Sport button on 
the dash. 

It also sounds like a proper hatch. We’re quite sure it fea¬ 
tures some piped-in noise, but from the outside it certainly 
gives off a sporty exhaust note. Just what a hot hatch needs, 
then. 

On a recent trip to Silverstone it coped just fine with mo¬ 
torway miles, riding well on some less-than-perfect surfac¬ 
es. I wasn’t able to get it out on to the track (and I think the 
factory fresh gearbox will thank me for that) but I’ve got an 
inkling that it would be a hoot on the circuit. One day soon, 
perhaps. 

I’m looking forward to seeing how the Cupra loosens up 
over time. 

We’ll be pitting it against some rivals shortly, and I’m quite 
sure it’ll hold its own.

Bold new 
look for 
Kia’s SUV 
Sorento

Kia’s flagship SUV has a bold new look, but 
can it compete with its established (and very 
popular) 4x4 rivals? 

The immediately obvious change is the curvy new 
body, but that’s not the only alteration Kia has made 
to its flagship SUV. Under the skin, there’s an all-new 
platform with a stronger structure, an upgraded en¬ 
gine range, improved steering and revised suspen¬ 
sion. 

Inside, the cabin has a more premium feel and there’s 
some pretty impressive equipment hiding in there too. 

The trade-off for all these improvements, though, is a 
slight price increase - around 5 per cent to be exact. So 
has the Sorento lost its key selling point, or is it merely an 
even more capable alternative to the seven-seat SUV estab¬ 
lishment? 

As well as being longer, wider and lower than its prede¬ 
cessor, the new Sorento looks far beefier than the old car, 
not to mention more curvaceous. The bluff front end is 
adorned with a rather turgid version of the tiger-nose grille 
that comes across so aggressively on the Cee’d, and the 
rounded lights give a distinctly un-Kia-like doe-eyed look. 

Nevertheless, it’s actually quite an attractive-looking 
beast, albeit in a cuddly kind of way. It certainly won’t look 
out of place in the school car park sitting alongside the 
XC90s, Outlanders and Q5s of this world. 

Because the new Sorento is bigger than its forebear, inte¬ 
rior space has greatly improved. In the ‘standard’ five-seat 
configuration, the 605-litre boot will be more than enough 
for a family’s holiday luggage or ferrying kids’ sports kit to 
and from practice sessions. 

Pop the two rear seats up to create a seven-seater, 
though, and that space is compressed to 142 litres, which 
sounds like more than it is. You’d struggle to fit a small suit¬ 
case in there. 

The upside of that is that you get seven seats capable of 
carrying adults, albeit too cramped to be considered com¬ 
fortable. Kids, however, will likely find they have plenty of 
room. 

Refined 

Like most SUVs of this size, the Sorento hardly handles 
like a sports car, but it’s refined, comfortable and generally 
a very pleasant steer. Vigorous cornering results in quite a 
lot of body roll, but it’s no worse than, say, a Mitsubishi Out- 
lander. The advantage of that roll, however, is a smooth ride 
- the undulations are soaked up with minimum fuss. 

The 2.2-litre engine feels chunky enough to ensure pro¬ 
gress is adequate, but it never feels anything like fast. More 
importantly, though, it’s refined. Cruising along the motor¬ 
way at a steady 70 won’t necessitate an increase in stereo 
volume or raised voices, and while there’s a mild grumble 
when you’re setting off, it isn’t especially intrusive. 

Four-wheel drive is standard across the range, so travers¬ 
ing muddy fields won’t be a problem, but Kia is well aware 
that the Sorento is more likely to be seen on the school run 
than a green lane, so a lack of ground clearance means the 
off-road performance is acceptable, rather than impressive. 

It’s efficient, though, returning 46.3mpg on the combined 
cycle and 41mpg on test. The 161g/km carbon dioxide 
emissions aren’t bad either, and they keep tax relatively low 
for both private and business customers. 

Value has traditionally been one of Kia’s big selling points, 
and the Sorento’s £28,795 starting price compares favoura¬ 
bly with the likes of the less spacious Land Rover Discovery 
Sport. Towards the top of the range, though, the Kia seems 
to lose its price advantage. The upper-mid-range ‘3’ mod¬ 
el we tested came in at almost £36,000, while top-spec ‘4’ 
variants get an asking price of almost £41,000. That’s only 
£5,000 cheaper than the cheapest version of the larger and 
more prestigious Land Rover Discovery. 

That said, the Kia does feel almost as premium as the 
ageing Discovery. The cabin plastics are exemplary, and 
the build quality seems to be pretty good too. There’s even 
plenty of equipment, with our test car getting leather seats, 
satellite navigation, two-zone air conditioning, 18-inch al¬ 
loys, heated seats front and rear, a heated steering wheel... 

The list goes on and on.

HALESOWEN Athletic Club can look 
back on a rich and proud history and, 
judging by the amount of young talent on 
the club’s books, the future is shaping up 
nicely as well.

But having witnessed a fitting nod to the past, 
Weaver and the 15-strong committee are determined 
to drive the club forward and increase their 400-plus 
membership. 

The club participates in a number of leagues in¬ 
cluding the Birmingham and District Cross Country 
League, West Midlands Young Athletes Cross Coun¬ 
try League, Heart of England Young Athletes League 
and were promoted to the Premier Division of the 
Youth Development League for this year’s track and

field season. “It’s a really vibrant club with lots of 
different age groups,” said Weaver. 

“It’s one of the few places where there is a mix 
of people of different ages and from different back¬ 
grounds. The atmosphere is really good. 

“One of the things I would like us to do is bridge the 
gap between the youngsters and the club stalwarts. 

“We have a thriving junior section and then the 
older members and stalwarts from 35-40 upwards. 

“It’s the late 20 and early 30s area where we would 
like to get more people.” 

While Weaver is seeking to increase adult member¬ 
ship, there is an endless supply of young talent on the 
club’s books. 

They include the Oliarnyk sisters - 14-year-old 
pentathlete Iris and sprinter Josie, 16 - sprinter 
Charles Hilliard and 400m runner Joe Rogers. 

“We have a lot of talented youngsters,” added 
Weaver. “Joe represented England at under-18 level 
last year at 400m and Charles, Iris and Josie all won 
medals at the England national indoor champion¬ 
ships in Sheffield in February.” 

Under-15 athlete Tristan Dunn is another promis¬ 
ing youngster having been ranked first in the UK last 


year in both the hammer and shot. The recent cross 
country season saw Halesowen’s under-17 girls team 
take the title with Lily Higgins winning the league 
series. Halesowen as a whole finished fifth out of the 
21 teams that take part across the four age groups. 

“We are very pro-active in terms of identifying 
talent and we also have good links with the local 
schools,” said Weaver. 

“We run a Saturday club for youngsters up to the 
age of 13. They can just come and sample various 
events without specialising too early. It’s a pathway 
into the club without being competitive. 

“If they show any promise then they can go along 
on a Monday, Tuesday, Wednesday night or whatever 
and have specialised coaching for the event they are 
good at. We have good coaches here and a wide range 
of coaches.” 

Record 

But the success is not confined to the youngsters. 

Alan Smallwood competes in the over-70 race-walk¬ 
ing events and in 1993 he set an all-time record in the 
over-50s age category in the 3000m (13.06) which still 
stands today. 

Marc Turner, who now races in the over-40s age 
category, has been running alongside the best in the 
UK for a number of years and won a silver medal in 
the 800m at last year’s World Masters. 

“One of the big things about the club is that you 
don’t have to be a competitive runner,” Weaver said. 

“We deal with the elite end of athletics, but also 
welcome the mass participation runners who just 
want to get fit and don’t want to compete. 

“We are not an elite club. Some people might feel 
it’s a bit intimidating to join a club, but it’s not. 

“If they take the courage to come down they will be 
made more than welcome.”
